May Cause It to Break 
With Fearful Result 


THOUSANDS OF PERSONS 
ARE RENDERED HOMELESS 


Over Fifteen Hundred Sheltered at 
the Armory Last Night—Many 
Buildings Collapse and 
Bridges Have Nearly 
all Been Swept 
Away. 


Paterson, N. J., October !!.—With the 
waters of the Passaic river falling at 
the rate of an inch an hour above the 
falls, and double that rate below them, 
apprehension of further disaster to the 
city from the flood has almost disap- 
peared, the sole question being whether 
Spruce street hill, the narrow embank- 
ment which holds the waters above the 
falls, can continue to withstand the strain 
until the river recedes to its normal pro- 
portions. At the height of the flood this 
hill, standing between the river basin 
above the falls and the lower valley, 
was rapidly caving away into the gorge 
below the falls, Lineman Horace Riley 
losing his life in one such cave-in, and 
it was feared today that the flood would 
wash away the dyke and precipitate it- 
self upon the city lying below. A dyke 
but little wider than the Spruce street 
roadway stood between the city and this 
disaster, but tonight it was holding: 

Below the falls a large part of the 
city, situated in the valley on efther side. 
of the river, was still inundated tonight, 
but the waters were receding rapidly. | 

Thousands of persons are temporarily 
homeless, most of them being received at 
the houses of friends in the unflooded 
districts, while 1,500 were sheltered to- 
night at the armory, fed and cared for 
by organized charity of the city. 

Today many persons who had remained 
in their homes in the flooded districts 
were removed and food was conveyed to 
those who remained, the fire department 
rigging up emergency lines from roof to 
roof with cars suspended thereon for this 
purpose. 

It will ce impossible to closely estimate 
the loss until the flood subsides, but 
it will exceed $2,000,000.

VICTOREMMANUEL 


Prepatatlons at Paris for Visi 
OF Mtaly’s King and Queen 


King Will Sleep in Bed Once Occupied 
by Napoleon—Decorations Sur- 
pass Those Erected for King 
Edward — Guards To 
Protect King. 


Paris, October |1.—Because of the pros- 
pect that it may have politica] results as 
important as those which attended the 
courtesies personally exchanged by Presi- 
dent Loubet and King Edward, France 
is awaiting with eagerness the approach- 
ing visit of the king and queen of Italy, 
who, accompanied by the Italian foreign 
minister and other distinguished Italian 
officials, will cross the French frontier 
Wednesday morning. 

The first official reception to their ma- 
jesties will be Sivgn at Dijon and from 
the frontier until they reach Paris, King 
Victor Emmanuel and his consort will 
see decorations, including the entwined 
arms of France and Italy, which the en- 
thusiastic French peasants have raised 
at almost every station, 

On arriving at Paris at 3:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, their majesties will 
be received at the Bois de Boulogne rail- 
way. station by President and Mme. Lou- 
bet, the president of the senate and 
chamber of deputies, the minister of 
state and other high officials of the re- 
public. French soldiers in their striking 
uniforms will surround the station and 
stretch in two long lines from the station 
along the flag bedecked Avenue du Bois 
de Boulogne, through the Are de Tri- 
omphe and the Champs Elysees to the 
Place de la Concorde, where a battery 
will add its thunder to the Officia] wel- 
come. 

Between the lines of troops the Italian 
rulers, accompanied py the French. pres- 
ident and Mme. Loubet, will drive to the 
palace of the ministry of foreign affairs, 
where they will be lodged during their 
Stay. The apartments have been ex- 
quisitely furnished and the king will sleep 
in the bed occupied by Napoleon. Many 
souvenirs of Marie Antoinette will beau- 
tify Queen Helena’s boudoir, The king 
and queen will dine at the palace of the 
Elysee, the president's residence, on Wed- 
nesday evening and on Thursday they 
will go with the president and Mme. 
Loubet to Versailles, returning in the 
evening in time to attend a gala perform- 
ance at the Grand opera, in which some 
of the most distinguished artists in 
France will appear. The visitors will be 
driven through the principal thorough- 
fares of the city on Friday and visit the 
mint. A reception .will be given in their 
honor at Hotel de, Ville in the afternoon, 
and in the evening Foreign Minister Del- 
casse will give a banquet to thelr majes- 
ties, | 

To Go'Shooting. 

On Saturday the king will go shoot- 
ing with the president in the state pre- 
serves at Rambouillet, while the queen 
will visit the museum of the Louvre with 
Mme. Loubet. The day will end with a 
family dinner at the Palace Elysee. 

On Sunday there will be a grand re- 
view of the garrison of Paris on the 
parade grounds at Vincennes and in the 
afternoon the royaj party will leave 
Paris on their return to Rome. 

The decorations being put in Paris in 
honor of the visit of the king and queen 
of Italy will surpass those erected for 
King Edward. On the Place de la Made- 
leine a large arch has been constructed 
bearing the inscription, ‘Viva Vittorio 
Emmanuele,” and along the principal 
avenues have heen stretched lines of 
bunting, with electric lights concealed 
within artificial flowers, looped upon 
crimson and gold Venetian masts. Two 
large columns stand at the entrance to 
the Avenue de l’'Opera, one surmounted 
by the Hon of St. Mark and_ the 
other with the wo!f-suckled Romolus 
and Remus, reminders of the arms 
of Rome. Arches which will be lighted 
with electricity have been erected in the 
Avenue de l’Opera, and at the junction of 
Rue Royale and Rue du Faubourg ‘St 
Honore. 

The statesmen of France and Italy rec- 
ognize that there are possibilities fn the 
visit of the Italian king of the great- 
est Importance, which may lead to closer 
relations and seriously affect the triple 
alliance. 

Signor Prinett!, the former foreign min- 
ister of Italy. has declared that, allied, 
the two countries could exercise great in- 
fluence on the Evronean concert, Presi- 
dent Loubet shares this opinion and ear- 
nestly seeks a rapprochement with a 
Franco-Ttalian treaty of arbitration stmi- 
lar with the one about to be concluded 


with Great Britain. 
During the visit the greatest precau- 


‘tions will be taken to prevent any in- 


jury to the king. Every suspect will be 
prrested and detectives will accompany 
the sovereigns during the entire period of 
their stay in French territory,

AT EMORY TODAY 


Annual Cross Country Run 
Being Awaited with 
Interest. 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., October |1. 
—(Special.)—The topic of paramount i;- 
terest and importance to the student body 
of the college is the annual cross-coun- 
try relay race, which will be pulled off 
between the five classes of the college 
tomorrow afternoon at 3 o’clock sharp. 

Everything is in readiness for the event 
and unless something very unexpected 
intervenes within the next twenty-four 
hours the most interesting and exciting 
race In the history of this popular sport 
at Emory will occur at the time sched- 


uled. 

The run will be over the same course 
as formerly, namely, from Walnut grove 
to Oxford, a distance of 10 miles. Since 
the preliminary race the successful can- 
didates have been on the athletic field 
each afternoon doing some steady and 
systematic training for the big event. 
As @ result of this steady training 
there are several men in each class who 
may be said to be in perfect running 
form. 

In the senior class Hentz, of Savan- 
nah; Crovatt, of Brunswick, and King, 
o: Red Hill, are in the pink of condition 
and will easily negotiate their respective 
miles within the five minute mark. Hentz 
will no doubt equal his record of last 
year, which was four minutes and fifty 
seconds for the mile. 

In the junior class Hutchenson, of Camp 
Hill, Ala.; Barron, of Round Oak, and 
Speer, of Covington, have shown the 
greatest speed. The best time made by 
any member of the junior team was made 
by Hutchenson Saturday afternoon, his 
Officia] time being 5:1.

The governor can ®ffer such rewards 
as will tempt the discovery of the per- 
sons who composed the mob and the 
grand jury can promptly indict them 
for the murder they are guilty of, 
if the facts are correctly stated in 
the press telegrams.

Effects of the English Campaign. 

To Americans, the most interesting 
feature of Mr. Chamberlain’s campaign 
in Great Britain for British trade pro- 
tection is what effects the adoption of 
his proposed policy Wguld have on our 
country and its reds he policy. 

Would it, to be plain, strengthen our 
high protection policy, or would it 
compel us to relax it in favor of 
preferential tariffs and reciprocity 
treaties? 

As far as now appears, the republi- 
can tariff experts affect to believe that 
protection will gain in this country by 
its adoption in Great Britain. It will 
be claimed that our policy has receiv- 


(ed a final vindication when the largest 


trade-making and factoring country in 
the world shall have been forced to 
our position. That conclusion, how- 
ever, ignores the fact that the system 
proposed in Great Britain is not on all- 
fours with our system, but is really the 
policy that President McKinley sug- 
gested in his Buffalo speech the day 
before his assassination, and which 
has been deliberately ignored, if not 
openly repuaiated, by his party. 

In that speech President McKinley 
said: 

What we produce beyond our domestic 
consumption must have a vent abroad. 
The excess must be relieved through 4 
foreign Outlet, and we should sell every- 
where we can and buy wherever the buy- 
ing will enlarge our Sales and produc- 
tions, and thereby make a greater de- 
mand for home labor. 

Mr. Chamberlain himself cannot 
compact into fewer words the pro- 
gramme he is now commending to the 
people of the United Kingdom. He 
wants to recover the great “vent 
abroad” for English manufactures that 
his country has lost by following free 
trade. He wants to recover to his peo- 
ple their former monopoly as the 
“Cheap John” of the - world, under- 
selling every competitor in the mar- 
kets of the globe. To do this he real- 
izeBS that Great Britain must monop- 
Olize her home and colonial markets 
as far as possible, selling her manu- 
factures wherever she can exchange 
them for the things she cannot pro- 
duce within herself, and which her 
people must have as cheaply as possi- 
ble. 

The only possibility of doing that, 
as he sees it, and as he seems likely 
to make the British voter see it, is to 
adopt in some degree the protective 
principle. 

How that will strengthen protection 
in this country is an interesting ques- 
tion. Will it r-ise wages and prices 
in England? If so, will it not increase 
their cost of manufacturing and so 
Jeave us able, with our larger supplies 
of native raw materials and more pro- 
ductive men and machinery, to suc- 
cessfully meet and baffle the Cham- 
berlain trade expansion policy of Eng- 
land? If it closes British markets to 


us, we will have to go out to other for. |

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The Passing Throng man took a stroll 
out Peachtree street with a couple of 
friends yesterday afternoon and found 
that thoroughfare dismantled from Luckie 
street to Ellis street, where the asphalt 
pavers are at work. 

“This is going to be a beautiful street 
when the paving is all laid,” remarked 
one of the party and the others agreed 
with him, One, however, said:- 

“Thig work has been going on for days 
now and see how little has been done. 
One side of the street, from Ellis street 
to Houston street, has been paved and all 
the rest torn up and impassable; yet 
for three days this has been left just as 
it is and mot gne lick of work done. 

“You seg, though, hegre is rock and all 
the other necessary materials heaped up 
ready for use and I happen to know 
that the company has about 50 stalwart 
hands employed. 

“Instead of using this material and 
labor to rush the job and get Peachtree 
street into some kind of shape again, 
all the workmen have been moved out to 
Peters street and have torn that up, mak- 
ing that impassable. 

‘‘Now, there may be some good reason 
for this, but I don’t know what it is. The 
street cars are compelled to run off their 
regular routes, waiting for the paving 
to be finished. The pedestrains have to 
cross wherever they can and hop over 
rails and through dust to get from one 
side of the street to the othér. The wind 
of the past few days has blown dust and 
dirt into every store and building along 
here. 

“Yet the workmen go over to Peters 
street and do just as they have done 
here. I don’t think this ought to be al- 
lowed. It is just as easy to go ahead 
and finish one job as it js to do a little 
and then begin on another piece of work 
and I should think the city authorities 
would see to it that as important a 
stretch of street as Peachtree down town 
here is not left in the shape it has been. 

“T have never been able to understand 
either, why it is necessary to tear up 
both sides of a street in order to carry on 
work of this kind. It seems to me that 
the job could be done just as well with- 
out tearing up the whole street and thus 
blockading it indefinitely. There ought 
to be a city ordinance requiring one side 
of a street to be left intact while work 
was being done on the other side.

The Equalization of Taxation, 
Editor Constitution: Taxation is one of 
the leading issues, if it be not indeed

the paramount issue in Georgia today. } 
t 


The operation of the recently enacted 
franchise tax law has had the direct 
effect of centering public attention on 
the importance of the equalization of 
taxation in this state. 

A short time ago the writer briefly dis- 


,cussed this important subject in your 


columns. He instanced at that time one 
year’s favorable experience, on the part 
of the state, under an act which provided 
& county board of equalization in each 
county. The defect in that act was the 
lack of provision for a state board of 
equalizers to which appeal might be made 
from each county, and from the assess- 
ments made by the comptroller general. 

The writer contended in that article, 
and now contends, that it is not only 
wholly unnecessary, but unwise to go out 
of Georgia to find a model for.a system of 
taxation that will bear equally upon 
citizen and corporation. All that is neces- 
sary to be done is to revise our own 
tax laws and adjust them to existing con- 
ditions and requirements. 

Kent, in his commentaries, puts the 
question of taxation strongly when he 
declares that all public taxation should 
be ‘“‘fair, and equal in proportion to the 
value of the property, so that no one 
class of individuais, and no one species 
of property, may be unequally and un- 
duly assessed.’’ 

Further, “that the mode of levying a 
tax shall be by valuation, so that every 
person (and corporation) shall pay a tax 
in proportion to the value of his property 
in possession.” 

That is just the system of taxation de- 
vised by our forefathers in this state. I 
have not beey able to find a better model 
of taxation carefully equalized than that 
devised in 1797, when Jared Irwin was 
governor, David Emanuel presided over 
the senate and David Merriwether wield- 
ed the gavel in the house of representa- 
tives.

MORCANS VISIT 
BRINGS RUMORS 


Rumored Coming of Bip Fi- 
nancier Talked in Many Quarters 


The Great Man’s Isterest in Sewanee 
May Be the Cause of His Com- 
ing if He Decides To Ac- 
company President 
Samuel Spencer. 


The rumored coming of J.  Pierpont 
Morgan to the south at this time has 
given rise to a vast deal of speculation 
and surmise among railroad men and 
others as to his objects and purposes. 

It is by no means certain that he will 
accompany President Samuel Spencer and 
the board of directors of the Southern 
ailway on their approaching tour of in- 
spection of the physical properties of that 
great system, Yet the rumor that the 
great financier is to be of the party will 
not down. Traced to one source and 
found unreliable, it immediately assails 
the searcher after information from an- 
other and totally different direction. It 
Tecurs with a -pertinacity that would in- 
dicate that somewhere in the dim and 
hazy distance it had an authoritative 
beginning, Acting on the theory that a 
dense and continuous smoke is a sure 
sign of tire in the neighborhood, many 
people in this section have been busy 
the past few days speculating as to the 
real meaning of the visit. Some of the 
conclusions arrived at by these puzzle- 
solvers are ‘“‘interesting if true.” And, 
as a matter of fact, nearly all of them 
have an ample foundation to Warrant 
their serious consideration, 

In the first place, there is the osten- 
sible object of the trip—the inspection of 
the property of the Southern Railway 
Company. Mr. Morgan and his monied 
associates are the financial backers, and 
thereby the absolute masters and con- 
trollers of this railroad, No move is 
made without Morgan’s trade mark is 
blown in the bottle and a label with his 
signature pasted over the cork. This is 
known of all men who have passed the 
mental stage of believing that the earth 
is flat. It is natural to suppose, there- 
fore, say the advocates of this theory, 
that the king would now and then inspect 
his realm. Railroad men, however, scout 
this idea. -Morgan, they say, cares no 
whit what the condition of the roadbed is 
nor whether the paint or caboose number 
steen thousand and two is peeling off on 
the leeward side or not. If engine No. 
2°60 exchanges its bass bazoo for a whis- 
tle of the choir-loft tenor variety, the 
change of sound does not affect the Wall 
street magnate. It is the books of the 
company that interest him, say these 
materialists, and it is to the ledgers 
that he goes when he feels like inspect- 
ing anything. So long as the returns 
from his investments in the road come 
in regularly and amply, he leayes what- 
ever inspection is necessary to the official 
of the road. And when the returns are 
not satisfactory, he—gets new officials! 
He does not wast time bumping about 
over the country, counting crossties and 
seeing whether the section hands wear 
four-in-hands or ascots. So much for 
the property inspection group of theorists. 

Interested in Sewanee. 

Another faction of the public 
aligned themselves alongside the college 
endowment hunch. They feel sure 
in their surmise that they sniff the air 
for the odor of something burning in 
the direction of various worthy and al- 
ways needy institutions that are stand- 
ing about On one leg and trying to look 
as if they were expecting a gift least 
of all things in the world. 

Followers of this idea claim to be able 
to give a reason for the faith that is in 
them, in that the financier has previously 
bestowed a largess of $100,000 upon the 
University of the South, at Sewanee, 
Tenn., and has at various times, while 
not scooping in a new’ railroad or in- 
dustrial enterprise, expressed himself as 
not unwilling to be touched for a much 
larger sum for the benefit of any stray 
normal school that might butt into his 
subtreasury. Hence, declare the adher- 
ents of the endowment theory, Morgan 
is taking advantage of the opportunity 
now afforded to run down south and Se- 
lect the particular piece of landscape 
which he means to adorn with several 
large, red brick bulldings devoted to 
teaching teachers how to teach. The 
boldest of this clan even go so far as 
to state that Sewanee’s will be the tin 
cup that will hear the coin rattle when 
the Southern’s special train rolls by the 
mountains of Tennessee this week. Others 
state with fatuous precision that a new 
institution will be here to dodge taxes af- 
ter the dust of Morgan’s flying trip shall 
have settled on the farmers’ parlor fur- 
niture. 

The foregoing theories are actively 
championed and proclaimed wherever two 
or three are gathered together and the 
suject of city politics eschewed for a few 
fragments of time. Another and larger 
group, and withal a more intelligent 
bunch of hot air artists than either of 
the former, ridicule the dope which the 
others hand out, and allege that its for- 
mation and propagation is due directly 
to an over-indulgence in prunes on the 
part of those who are responsible for its 
reaching the public. These latter hold 
to the belief expressed by a prominent 
local railroad man, namely, that J. Pier- 
pont is headed this way for the avowed 
purpose of erecting a public lithia water 
fountain for the benefit of aged and de- 
crepit tomtits. Some, of course, doubt 
even this plausible explanation of the 
visit, and prefer to pin their faith to the 
proad platform that more will probably 
be known of the object of his coming 
after he comes than is known now. But 
whoever is right and whoever is wrong 
one thing is certain, say many, J. P. 
Morgan is not coming south for his health 
just at this juncture, and there be cer- 
tain little railroads that are inclined to 
hide under the Sed until the goblin has 
gone.

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Tallahassee, Fla., October 11.—(Special.) 
Florida democratg are at present reveling 
in a wealth of rag-time politics such as 
has never before been dished up to them. 
Candidates are in the fie!d for nomina.- 
tion in the next democratic primary for 
every office from United States senator 
to constable. 

Conventions are things of the past. so 
far as the democrats of Florida are con- 
cerned. The last state convention, held 
in Jacksonville in June, 1900, declared 
for ‘‘the nomination of all candidates for 
Office, both state and county, and of 
United States senators, by a majority 
vote, in white democratic primary elec- 
tions.’’ The expenses of the primary are 
boren by the candidates for the offices to 
be filled, 

In the forthcoming primary, the date 
for which has not yet been fixed, demo- 
cratic nominees (who, of course, wil] be 
elected ‘praatically without opposition, 


| since the republican party in. Florida is 


more a name than anything else) will be 
chosen for the following offices: United 
States senator, three representatives in 
congress, governor, secretary of state, at- 
torney general, comptroller, state treas- 
urer, superintendent of public instruction, 
commissioner of agriculture, four justices 
of the supreme court, one of the railroad 
commissioners, adjutant general, state 
chemist, a legislature for 1905 and a full 
set of county officers in each county. 


Three Senatorial Aspirants. 


The chief interest naturally centers in 
the contests for United States senator 
and governor. Senator James P. Talia- 
ferro’s term will expire in March, 1905, 
and Governor William S, Jennings’ term 
will expire in January, 1905. Under the 
state constitution, the governor cannot 
succeed himself for the next succeeding 
term. In his effort to secure a reelec- 
tion, Senator Taliaferro has as opponents 
Governor Jennings and John N. C. Stock- 
ton 

Messrs. Taliaferro and Stockton are 
both residents of Jacksonyille, and are 
bitter political enemies. They are con- 
ducting a cut-throat campaign against 
each Other alj over the state. Governor 
Jennings, whose home is in the south 
Florida. town of Brooksville, has always 
steered clear of factional alignments, 
and is running squarely on his merits and 
his record, 

Substanially the situation is thsi: 
Senator Taliaferro, who has made what 
most people admit to be an unusually 
good record for a first term senator, is 
backed in this campaign by the state’s 
corporate interests. He has for many 
years been affiliated with corporations, 
and his staunchest supporter now is the 
largest newspaper in the 6tate, published 
at JacksonvijJle and controlled by Henry 
M, Flagler, the Standard Oil magnate. 
Mr. Taliaferro’s services to the Florida 
democracy have been valuable for many 
years; buf, right or wrong, he is now 
regarded py the masses as the out-and- 
out corporation candidate, and, as he 
cannot well deny that he is such, it can 
be easily understood that he goes into the 
present race rather badly handicapped, 
especially as it is a popular primary elec. 
tion, and not a convention, which will 
nominate. 

Mr. Stockton is making his campaign 
by taking the position of anti-everything 
that Senator Taliaferro is for.

In the first joint 
meeting of the campaign with Senator 
Taliaferro he impulsively branded the 
senator as a liar, but at once withdrew 
the remark as “unparliamentary.”’ 
Jennings Is Orthodox. 

Governor Jennings has planted his sen- 
torial candidacy squarely upon the last 
national and state democratic platforms, 
and declared his opposition to factional- 
ism, As governor of Florida since Jan- 
uary, 1901, Mr. Jennings has made a rec- 
ord for ability in the intelligent handling 
of large questions and for close attention 
to details, such as has certainly never 
been surpassed, even if equaled, by any 
man in the history of the state. 

By Careful ecOnomieg in administration 
and by vigorous enforcement of all the 
revenue laws the Jennings administra- 
tion has thrown much of the burden of 
taxation upon interests enjoying special 
privileges, to the relief of the masses 
of the taxpayers. These same econo- 
mies have saved all of $2,000,000 to the 
taxpayers, and the state tax for gen- 
eral revenue purposes is now: but 1% 
mills on the dollar—40 per cent lower 
than ever before. At the same time the 
amount annually paid in confederate pen- 
sions has been doubled, and the amounts 
 aperoprieced for the higher institutions 
os learning are larger than all similar 
appropriations during the entire twenty- 
five years preceding. Governor Jennings 
is regarded as a_ strong, conservative 
man. There can be no doubt that the 
governor occuples the vantage ground in 
this contest, for his energies are devoted, 
not like his opponents to antagonizing 
somebody else, but to making friends— 
and Governor Jennings is a _ capital 
mixer.”’ 

May Be Second Primary. 

The best opinion seems to be that, if 
Senator Taliaferro is to retain his seat 
for another term, Governor Jennings is 
the man he will have to defeat. It is 
believed that the most Mr. Stockton can 
do will be to throw the contest into a 
second primary, Since a majority vote 
is required to nominate, It is almost 
certain that Senator Taliafero will get 
the majority of the straightout corpora- 
tion vote, though some prominent peo- 
ple whose sympathies have been thought 
to lean that way are supporting Govern- 
or Jennings; it seems equally certain that 
the governor will get the larger part of 
all the other vote. The governor's 
friends indeed, express strong confidence 
that he will win in the first primary by 
then getting a majority of the votes. 


Gubernatorial Contest. 


The contest for the gubernatorial nom- 
ination is an even more complicated af- 
fair, There are at least four active can- 
didates, not to speak of those ‘‘promi- 
nently mentioned.’” They are Congress- 
man Robert W. Davis, of Palatka, now 
representing the second Florida district 
at Washington; Hon. D. H. Mays, of 
Monticello, a farmer of means who was a 
gubernatorial] aspirant in !900; Captain 
Napoleon B. Broward, of Jacksonville, 
who achieved fame throughout the na- 
tion during the years immediately preced- 
ing’ the Spanish-American war as the 
captain and owner of the famous filibus- 
ter boat Three Friends, which had so 
many adventures while carrying arms 
and provisions to the Cuban insurgents, 
and State Senator C. MuMroe Brown, of 
Ocala.

TURNS LUNAT 


Pitlsburg Star Twirler Becomes 
Violently Insane 


Knocked Nurse in Head With Stove 
Poker and Kept Neighbors and 
Officers at Bay for Hours. 
Committed to Asy- 
lum at Danvers. 


Andover, Mass., October !1.—After fell- 
ing his nurse with a terrific blow over the 
head with a stove poker, Edward Doheny, 
the Pittsburg National League baseball 
pitcher, for more than an hour today, 
armed with the same weapon, held @ 
score of neighbors and several policemen 
at bay. Finally he was overpowered and 
after an examination by two physicians 
was adjudged insane and committed to 


the asylum at Danvers. 

The nurse, Oberlin Howarth, is seriously 
hurt, but it is believed he will recover. 

Doheny first showed signs of insanity 
several weeks ago when he suddenly de- 
serted the Pittsburg club in an Ohio 
clty while laboring under the delusion 
that he was being pursued by detectives 
After a few weeks’ rest at his home 
here he rejoined the team, but did not 
regain his old form. When he returned 
home at the end of the season, Doheny 
was in a serious wreck and since that 
time has been constantly under the care 
of a physician, 

When Dr. Conroy called at the house 
yesterday, Doheny informed him that he 
did not need his attentions any longer 
and insisted that daily callg be discon- 
tinued. At first Dr. Conroy looked upon 
the matter as a joke, but Doheny proved 
that he was in earnest by ejecting the 
physician from the house by force and 
warning him not to return. Howarth was 
then engaged to give constant attention 
to the case and during the evening the 
patient was quieted and slept peacefully 
all night. 

Today, while Howarth’s attention was 
momentarily atracted in another direc- 
tion, Doheny sprang from the bed, and 
seizing a stove poker, struck the nurse 
a terrific blow over the head and started 
to smash things right and left. His wife 
hurried to the neighbors for assistance. 
When they returned Doheny, dressed 
only in his night clothing, stood at the 
open door of the house, with the iron 
poker and defled them to take him, 
threatening to kill the first man who 
made the attempt, 

For more than an hour the madman 
held the crowd at bay, but finally Chief 
of Police Frey and Policeman -Millis 
caught him off his guard and overpower- 
ed him.

Dublin, Ga., October 1!!.—(Special.)—The 
information has reached the city of the 
attempted assassination of ‘Bunch’’ 
Lovett at Tucker’s Cross Roads, in this 
county, Friday night last. 

Mr. Lovett was fired upon several times 
by parties concealed in a fence corner 
and a horse he was leadibg was shot 
down, the sides of the animal being filled 
with shot. 

The shooting occurred about midnight 
near the barn of T. F. Brantley. Mr. 
Lovett had been in one of Mr. Brantley’s 
fields to take possession of a horse which 
he had levied upon. The assault upon him 
was made before he reached the barn of 
Mr. Brantley where he intended placing 
the horse 

On Friday Mr. Lovett was deputized by 
City Court Sheriff Prince to serve two, 
warrants upon Dr. J. R. Dent, who gave 
bond in each case. Some time during Fri- 
day night he returned to Tucker’s Cross 
Roads to levy upon the horse of Dr. Dent. 
It was about midnight when the horse 
was found and the shooting occurred, 

All day yesterday and last night Lovett 
and his friends were endeavoring to ap- 
prehend the parties who fired the shots, 
but if amy discovery has been made and 
any arrests have taken place no one here 
knows anything of it. Tucker's Cross 
Roads is 15 miles from the city and re- 
mote from felephone connection. 

Three parties are suspected of having a 
hand in the attempted murder, one of 
whom fs a negro and the other two wihte 
men. 

Mr. Lovett is a very determined man 
and he will doubtless keep up the hunt 
until iis assailants are brought to jus- 
tice.

Array of Legal Talent. 

A great array of lega] talent has been 
engaged by both the Georgia Saw Mill 
Association and the railroads, and the 
legal battle will be one of the nardest 
tought in the history of the state. The 
roads claim that to allow the lumber 
men to say to the world that any shipper 
of any product can fix any rate that 
pleases him the roads would have to haul 
the freight at that price. They further 
claim that lumber is bringing a better 
price now than for many seasons and 
that the restoration of the rate to the 
old figure will work no hardship on the 
The mill people allege 
that the raise is an arbitrary one on 
the part of the roads, and that conditions 
do not warrant any increase in shipping 
charges at this time. This they propose 
to demonstrate by actual figures taken 
from the books and records of the busi- 
ness. The fight will be watched all over 
the country with the greatest interest, 
as the principle involved is applicable 
to ali classes of roads and shippers. 

Former Sitting in Atlanta. 

This is not the first time the interstate 
commerce commission has held its sit- 
tings in Atlanta, and it seems that every 
time the commission meets here there 
is an important matter before it, 

The famous Social Circle case, involv- 
ing the long and short haul clause, Was 
decided in Atlanta. The commission in 
that case decided against the raliroads, 
und the matter was carried py tne roads 
to the United States supreme court, That 
tribunal laid down a rule that has mark- 
ed the limits of the commission’s powers 
in One direction ever Since. It was to 
the effect that the commission had no 
authority to fix rates on shipped prod- 
ucts. Until then the commission had af- 
sumed the power to regulate rates and 
name such prices.on freight as it thought 
equitable. The supreme court decided 
that no such power was intended in the 
creation of the commission and that it 
could only make recommendations as to 
the justice or injustice of the rates fixed 
by the roads,°and then leave it to the 
courts to take final action on the matter. 

The present case bids fair to be equally 
far reaching in its effects, and the par- 
tles at interest directly are scarcely more 
anxious about the decision of the com- 
mission than the shipping and hauling 
interests all over the country. 

A similar lumber rate case was tried 
In the federal court of Mississippi this 
year, and the judge of that court held 
up his final decision until it could be 
seen what disposition was made of the 
weOTZla case. The decision here will 
loubtiess control in the Mississippi! one 
also and the matter there will take what- 
ever direction is given to this

Stuff Sold by Italian Peddlers Is Cot- 
ton Goods Treated So Expertly 
as To Deceive Even a

Dozens of Ailanta housewives have been 
“faked” out of Hundreds of dollars lately 
by peddlers selling imitation Irish linen. 

The swindlers who reaped this rich har- 
vest are said to be still operating in the 
city, though within the past day or two 
they may have flown to other fields of 
Work. 

The stuff they sel) is cotton goods, 
treated so expertly that even dry goods 
men have mistaken it for genuine Irish 
linen. The deceptton is one of the clevér- 
est in the experience of local dealers in 
cloth, 

In selling the goods the swindlers repre- 
sented it as genuine Irish linen, smuggled. 
into this country, and sold it at about 
half or less than half what the real 
fabrics sell for on the market. Cloth that 
if genuine could not be purchased for 
less than 40 or 46 cents a vard was sold, 
in imitation, at never more than 20 cents 
a yard by the swindlers. 


The peddlers are four in numbers and ap- 
parently Italians, They always work in 
close proximity to each other and grow 
Suspicious at the slightest warning. 

On one occasion a woman residing on 
the north side purchased several bolts of 
the cloth and ordered more to be brought 
the next morning, the peddlers seeming 
to have an unlimited supply of the stuff. 
The evening this woman mavde her pur- 
chase Ner son, who is in the dry goods 
business, told her she had been swindled 
and when he heard the peddler would 
return tha next day he determined to 
wait for him and have tfie fellow arrested. 

Gave the Money Back. 

When the peddler appeared the woman 
demanded her money back and the ped- 
dier quickly acceded to her demand and 
left. The son, wlté H&Q remained in an- 
other room meanwhile, left the house and 
followed the Italian. For several blocks he 


| Walked about 75 feet behind the motley 


foreigner until the two came to a lonely 
spot surrounded by vacant lots. There 
_the Italian stopped, drew a pistol and, 


aiming it at his young pursuer, said: 


‘Your mother giva me troubla nuff. You 
follow me any more an’ I killa you.’’ 

The young man decided that discretion 
was the better part of valor and retraced 
his steps. 

On another occasion a prospéctive cus- 
tomer had this conversation with one of 
the peddlers: 

“How do you manage to sell genuine 
linen so cheap?’ she asked.

‘Yes, you do,’ persisted the woman. 
‘Where is this made?’ 

“Treland,”’ said the peddler. 

“How can you sell it so cheap?’ 
asked. 

Claims Goods Smuggled. 

‘“Don'ta say anything about it, lady,’ 
said he, “I was one of a crew of a shippa 
and smuggle ’em in.”’ 

- “Well,” she asked, “how did you man- 
age to smuggle so much? I know of sev- 
eral dozen bolts you have sold.”’ 

“No understand,” was the only reply

is carried wrapped in cotton “checks’’

Albany, Ga., October !|!1.—(Special.J—N. 
M. Mullis, a saloon keeper whose place 
of business is on Washington street, is in 
a critical condition with two bullet 
wounds through his body. 

Mullis was shot about I! o’clock last 
night by James Bolton.
